Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant' arguments have been considered but 
are not found to be persuasive. Applicant continues to argue against the references individually, when it is the combination that renders 
the claim limitations obvious. Temmesfeld does teach a '•controller", see column 3, lines 45-50, for automatically controlling the opening 
and closing of a shutter (4, 5) based on a predetermined operating condition such as a component (AT) temperature or coolant 
temperature. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill which electrical/mechanical connections that are to be made in order for 
the controller of Temmesfeld to receive oil temperature data from an automatic transmission oil temp, sensor and control the shutter 
based upon said data. Temmesfeld already suggested this type of control based on temperature as described above and in column 2, 
lines 50-51 . As outlined in the final rejection dated 07/24/2006, one cannot "control" the mass flow rate or the area of fluid flow without 
also indirectly controlling the temperature of the operating fluid. Examiner contends that by Suzuki increasing the oil flow rate, as pointed 
out by applicant, the temperature is indeed controlled indirectly. Furthermore, the combination teaches the controller of Temmesfeld 
controlling a shutter based upon the oil temperature (SUzuki) of the automatic transmission fluid, a component of the engine assembly. 
By controlling the shutter based upon oil temperature, the temperature of the oil in the transmission is also controlled by the 
increased/decreased air flow provided by the fan and shutter arrangement.
